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Seventy-one  Indian  students 
arrived  on  campus  to  begin  their 
higher  education  at  Brigham 
Young  University  on  June  27. 
These  new  faces  were  eager  and 
desirous  to  meet  the  challenges 
and  experiences  of  BYU  campus 
life. 

For  the  past  eight  years,  the 
Indian  Education  Department  has 
conducted  a  summer  orientation 
program  for  incoming  freshmen 
students.  A  major  goal  of  the 
program  is  to  increase  the  reten¬ 
tion  and  graduation  rates  of  BYU 
Indian  students  and  to  help  make 
an  easier  adjustment  to  college 
life  by  starting  their  academic 
careers  during  the  less  crowded 
summer  term. 

Students  are  given  effective 
tools  for  future  success  in  college, 
and  they  become  aware  of  learn¬ 
ing  opportunities  available  at 
BYU.  The  program  is  geared 
toward  answering  questions  con¬ 
cerning  majors,  study  habits, 
class  work  and  career  options. 

A  long-term  objective  of  the 
program  is  to  increase  the  num¬ 
ber  of  American  Indian  students 
in  law,  engineering,  science,  med¬ 
ical,  health,  business  and  edu¬ 
cation  disciplines. 


This  summer  term,  students 
received  instruction  in  math, 
English,  career  selection,  and  ef¬ 
fective  study.  Students  not  only 
earned  college  credit  but  also  re¬ 
ceived  a  variety  of  learning  ex¬ 
periences  through  class  atten¬ 
dance,  firesides,  and  field  trips. 

Three  educational  field  trips 
were  conducted  during  the  eight- 
week  term.  Students  were  exposed 
to  the  various  job  opportunities 
available  at  Valtec,  a  private 
valve-making  industry  in  Spring- 
ville;  BYU  Dairy  Farm,  in  Spanish 
Fork;  and  Primary  Children’s 
Hospital,  in  Salt  Lake  City.  Car¬ 
eers  in  business,  engineering, 
math,  science,  medicine,  agricul¬ 
ture,  education  and  law  were 
some  career  possibilities  given 
to  the  students. 

For  an  outdoor  experience, 
a  nature  field  trip  was  conducted 
up  American  Fork  Canyon  and 
Provo  Canyon.  A  tour  was  pro¬ 
vided  to  Timpanogas  Cave  also. 

Another  memorable  trip  for 
most  of  the  students  was  to  the 
Church  Office  Building  of  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
Day  Saints  located  in  downtown 
Salt  Lake  City. 


Each  student  was  also  able 
to  view  the  Manti  Pageant  (Manti, 
Utah)  in  which  they  saw  the  early 
history  of  the  LDS  Church  unfold. 

To  motivate  each  student  to 
be  in  high  academic  standing, 
special  tutoring  and  study  groups 
were  organized  to  promote  effec¬ 
tive  study  habits.  These  study 
sessions  were  conducted  on  a 
weekly  basis. 

Special  firesides  were  held 
in  which  former  students  shared 
their  educational  experiences  and 
encouraged  the  new  orientation 
participants  to  develop  their 
talents  and  to  remember  the  pri¬ 
mary  reason  for  being  at  BYU. 

Throughout  the  term,  differ¬ 
ent  social  activities  were  held. 
Besides  disco  dancing,  the  orien¬ 
tation  students  participated  in  the 
fourth  of  July  parade  in  Provo 
and  attended  the  days  of  ’47  par¬ 
ade  and  celebration  in  Salt  Lake 
City.  The  students  demonstrated 
their  talents  in  a  talent  show  for 
the  BYU  student  body  in  which 
they  shared  their  contemporary 
and  traditional  talents  with  the 
audience. 

An  awards  banquet  was  held 
to  honor  outstanding  students  of 
the  orientation  program.  Each 


student  was  recognized  for  his  or 
her  desire  to  earn  a  higher  edu¬ 
cation. 

Vickie  Manning,  Shoshone- 
Paiute,  graduate  student  in  ad¬ 
ministrative  management-busi¬ 
ness  education,  served  as  the 
director  of  Summer  Orientation 
’79.  Ms.  Manning  has  worked  with 
the  program  for  the  past  two 
years  and  stated  if  she  had  her 
way,  she  would  work  with  summer 
orientation  as  long  as  she  is  at 
BYU.  She  further  indicated,  “The 
students  are  great  and  they  each 
have  the  potential  to  excel  in 
whatever  they  choose  in  life.  But 
for  one  to  do  so,  he/she  must  be 
motivated,  disciplined,  cour¬ 
ageous  and  should  always  have 
a  positive  attitude.’’ 

Serving  as  assistant  directors 
were  Norm  Johnson,  Paiute,  ma¬ 
joring  in  chemical  engineering; 
Verna  Curley,  Navajo,  majoring 
in  business  management;  Donna 
Gill,  Sioux,  majoring  in  home 
economics  education;  and  Julie 
McCabe,  Navajo,  majoring  in 
elementary  education. 

The  overall  success  of  the  or¬ 
ientation  program  was  also  made 
possible  by  faculty  members  and 


administrators  of  the  Indian  Edu¬ 
cation  Department.  Dean  Rigby 
served  as  the  faculty-director  of 
the  orientation  program. 

Sharing  personal  experiences 
about  this  year’s  program  can  be 
better  said  by  the  participants 
themselves.  Hopefully,  their  ex¬ 
periences  will  be  treasured  and 
has  opened  doors  to  achieving 
success  in  college. 

Debra  Runs  Through,  an  As- 
siniboine  from  Frazier,  Mont., 
said,  “The  orientation  program 
enabled  me  to  develop  effective 
study  habits,  and  I  have  come  to 
appreciate  the  people  who  extend¬ 
ed  their  services  to  me  to  help 
me  make  a  success  of  my  college 
endeavors.” 

“The  program  has  taught  me 
to  get  along  with  people  and  to 
respect  each  individual  for  what 
they  have  to  offer.  I’ve  grown 
spiritually  and  learned  to  develop 
good  study  habits,”  said  Mary 
Dukepoo,  a  Hopi  from  Second 
Mesa,  Ariz.
